When the session of the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission began Wednesday 
morning telegrams from retail-dealers in 
several California cities’ indorsing the Busi- 
ness Men’s League complaint were read. 

The Duluth Chamber of Commerce, 
through its counsel, filed a petition of in- 
tervention on behalf of the complainants. 

J. R. Hickman of the St. Louis: Manu- 
facturers and Jobbers’ Bureau ‘continued 
his testimony showing how the wide dif- 
ference between carload and less than car- 
load rates affected the iron and wagon 
material trade. 

He was foliowed by E. C. 
Simmons said he did not desire to discuss 
the existing rate sehedule’ as a traffic 
man, but as a merchant, who desired that 
ee should be unrestricted. 

“The discrimination which is being prac- 
ticed, he said, “is not alone detrimental 
to the St. Louis wholesale trade, but to 
the Pacific Coast retailer, as well. The 
class rate being high and the carload rate 
much lower, the retailer, though he can- 
not really afford ta do so, is tempted to 
buy goods in car lots, thus overstocking 
himself, and being forced toe either dis- 
tribute a part of his stock among other 
retailers or to cut his prices and destroy 
his profit. It is clearly in restriction of 
trade and healthy competition to force a 
small dealer to conduct his business at a 
loss. I have no complaint to make against 
existing rates, except that the difference 
between carload and Jess than carload 
rates ts too great and should be dimin- 
ished. As the tariff now stands it favors 
the rich as against the poor.”’ 

The most interesting testimony. during the 
morning was that of J. J. Wait, a Chicago 
traffic manager, representing the hardware 
trade. He said he had been a sailor, a 
second mate on a boat that sailed al] seas, 
and most everything around a railroad, 
and Wes at present representing a house 
with trade territory embracing the whole 
world. 

Mr. Wait devoted much oft his time to 
showing that some extraordinury influence 
was brought to bear upon the Pacific Coast 
roads to adopt the tariff of 18%, and read 
extracts from the proceedings of the St. 
Paul meeting im 1898 to show that the in- 
fluence was that of Paeific Coast jobbers. 

He had prepared tables showing how the 
trace of his Conlon had, as a result of the 
difference between the car load and [less 
than car loads, been cut down in California, 
and how a restoration of the old rate by 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacitic 
had increased the business in Washington 
and Oregon.

Be Located There.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 15.—The 
State Board, composed of Dr. N. M. Bas- 


kett of Moberly. John A. Knott of Hanni- 
bal and D. F. Rusk of Weston, to locate 
and manage the fruit experimental station 
in Southeast Missouri, in session here this 
morning, by a unanimous vote, located the 
station at Mountain Grove, Wright County. 
Mountain Grove gave 198 acres of land val- 
ued at $9500, situated within one mile of the 
city on which the station Is to be located. 
The other cities that asked for the sta- 
tion were Nevada, Springfield, Greenville, 
Piedmont, Grandon, Hunter and West 
Piains. 

Hon. Joel F. Short and Charles R. Hughes 
who presented the proposition of the City 
of Mountain Grove to the Commission and 
who were in the city this morning when the 
Commision selected the location of. the sta- 
tion, gave out the folowing facts regarding 
the different districts as to fruit growing 
taken from the report of the State Labor 
Commissioner, showing the surplus ship- 
ments of fruit during the year 1898: Moun- 
tain Grove, apples 67,115 barrels; peaches. 
137,405 crates; fresh fruits, 1,631,975 pounds: 
dried fruits, 7,729 pounds. Springfleid 
district, apples, 56,136 barels; peaches, 579192 
erates: fresh fruits, 1,991,101 pounds; dried 
fruits, 210,119 pounds. 

West Plains district, apples, 40.549 barrels: 
peaches, 137,405 crates; fresh fruits, 303,928 
pounds; dried fruits, 160,936 pounds. 

Greenville district, apples, 46 # bar- 
rels; peaches, 1129 crates; fresh fruits, 212.- 
101 pounds; dried fruits, 183,33 pounds. 

Nevada distr'ct, apples, 10.88% barrels: 
peaches, 1373 crates; fresh fruits, 205,544 
pounds; dried fruits, 59,221 pounds. 

The above represents the surplus ship- 
ments only, and the total amount of frult 
grown itn each one of these districts is es- 
timated at twice that amount.

They then bezan to strike them on the 
face and shout: “This is what your gods 
can do for you. Call upon your Jesus to 
come and save you.” By this time two 
of the men were insensible, and a mer- 
chant, who had been living in the same inn 
with them, remonstrated with the leaders 
about the treatment they were giving to 
men who had in no way offended them. 
The crowd seized the merchant and 
beat him also. It is understood that the 
agents of the Bible Society will endeavor 
to obtain redress from the mandarins of 
Ta-Yang-Haien, the city in the province of 
VYan-suh which rules the town where this 
disturbance took place.

INVENTOR DURFEE DEAD. 


Originator of the First Proposition to 
Arm Negro Troops. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—The death I!s an- 
nounced at Middletown, N. Y., of William 
Franklin Durfee, engineer and inventor, 
aged 66 years. In 1861 he was a member 
of the New York Legislature and introduced 
a resolution requesting Congress to repeal 
“all laws which deprive any class of loyal 


subjects of the government from bearing 
arms in common defence.’ This is believed 
to have been the first formal] proposition 
for arming negro troops. Mr. Durfee de- 
signed a gun for naval use. In June, 1862, 
he went to Lake Superior to test the suit-

SEVERE FIGHT AT SAN FABIAN. 


Filipinos Made a Good Stand, but Were 


Routed With Heavy Losses. 
“WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Full details of 
the engagement Saturday near San Fabian 
between Wheaton's troops and the Fili- 

inos. in which Maj. John A. Logan lost 

is life, show that it was one of the most 
severe engagements of the fall campaign. 
The Thirty-third Infantry, which was at- 
tacked ‘by a force of Filipinos of about 
equal strength, lost one officer and six men 
killed and one officer and 12 men wounded. 
The Americans captured 29 Filipinos and 
10) rifles and found 81 insurgent dead lying 
in the trenches and rice fields. Many morg 
Filipinos, doubtless, were killed or wound- 
ed. Their losses are placed at 300 killed 
and wounded. 

The Thirty-third, Col. Howe commanding, 
was sent out toward San Jacinto to-prevent 
the insurgents from again massing on the 
road from Dagupan north, and was ac- 
companied by a Gatling gun section of the 
Thirteenth, Howland commanding. 

The troops encountered the worst road 
ever found in the Island of Luzon. A hun- 
dred soldiers had to drag the Gatling gun 
part of the way, the horses being useless. 

he insurgents @pened the fight two 
miles from San Jacinto, while the leading 
American battalion was pas-ing a clump 
of houses, in the midst of a cocoanut grove, 
knee deep in mud. The Filipino sharp- 
shooters, hidden in trees, houses and a 
trench across the road, held their fire until 
the Americans were close to them. When 
they began firing other Filipinos opened 
fire from thickets. right and-left, further 
away. The insurgent sharpshooters picked 
off the officers first. Five of the Amert- 
cans who fell wore shoulder straps or 
chevrons. 

The regiment then deployed under fire, 
with Maj. John A. Logan’s battalion in 
the center, Maj. Cronye’s on the right and 
Maj. Marsh’s on the left. The skirmish 
line, which was a mile long, advanced rap- 
idly, keeping up a constant fire. The Fili- 
pinos made an unexpeéttedly good stand, 
many of them remaining under cover until 
the Americans were within 20 feet of them. 

Maj. Marsh flanked a small trench full 
of insurgents, surprising them and slaugh- 
tering nearly all of them before entering 
the town. The Gatling killed five of the 
force holding the bridge and swept the 
country beyond the town, driving about 150 
Filipinos into the hills. 

The insurgents are supposed to have re- 
treated toward Dagupan. It was impossi- 
ble to pursue them, as the American troops 
were exhausted and their supply of ammu- 
nition was low. The body of the Filipino 
lieutenant-colonel commanding was among 
the dead. The regiment returned to San 
Fabian Sunday, it being Impossible to get 
supplies over the road.

For a hundred years the gun which has 
been given to St. Louis by the Untted 
States has stood guard at the entrance of 
Santiago harbor, a mute defender of Spanish 
butcheries within the old fortress and Span. 
ish misrule on the Island of Cuba, finally 
falling into the hands of Americans when 
civilization could stand these outrages no 
longer. It is of bronze,.and was originally 
a smooth bore, but was changed to a 
rifled piece in the evolution of arms. 

It will probably be located in Forest Park, 
though its location and ceremonies attend- 
ing its arrival have not been fully deter- 
mined upon, owing to the absence of Maj. 
Pearce.

Ownership League. 

Mr. Will'am Vincent Byars delivered an 
address Tuesday evening before the Pub- 
lic Ownership Democratic League in As- 
chenbrodel Hall, 604 Market street.

Trial of the Aceused Reached 
in Federal Courts. 


SEVEN CHARGED ’WITH FRAUD. 


PROMISED QUICK WEALTH TO IN- 
VESTORS. 


Inspectors and District Attorney Call 
It a Great Conspiracy—Witnesses 
Called From States East 
and West. 


Seven men, charged with what is char- 
acterized by District. Attorney Rozier as 
“one of the most stupendous frauds that 
has been brought to the attention of the 
Government in years,” sat before a jury 
of their peers in the United States District 
Court Wednesday morning. 

Before night their fate will be decided. A 
verdict of guilty means a long term in the 
penitentiary for each. 

The prisoners are W. S, Dailey, William 
Ruff, J E. Withington, Henry Ringbeck, 
E. W. Nothstein, M. McInerney and Arthur 
Milter. All are well dressed and their man- 
ner indicates they are not alarmed. 

The district attorney refers to them as 
“expertly clever persons,”’ and though hes 
arraigned them and their alleged methods 
bitterly, Wednesday, they apparently re- 
mained at ease. Now and then they smiled 


at the complimenta. 

Prominent business men from 12 different 
States testifned at the trial. The defense 
produced few witnesses. Assistfhg Mr. Ro- 
zier in the prosecution was Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney William . Morsey. 

Chester ‘H. Krum and former 
United States District Attorney William 
S. Anthony represented the defendants. 
The case was hard fought from the start. 
It has been pending in the ‘Federal Court 
nearly a year. To subpena the witnesses 
required nearly two months. But the vic- 
tims were many. There are over a hun- 
dred letters in possession of Chief Post- 
office Inspector Dice, which tend to show 
the extent of the frauds committed. 

In the indictment returned against the 
accused it is stated that their principal 
headquarters were at Washington, Mo. 
From there they sent thousands of letters 
broadcast in the United States, which con- 
tained in substance a proposition to es- 
tablish a corncob pipe factory. The writer 
represented, it is claimed, that there were 
enormous profits to be derived from the 
business. igures were given to show how 
the money could be realized. 

Nearly all the communications were 
worded alike, and, it is alleged, were signed 
alternately by one of the defendants named. 

It was guaranteed that with $1000 as cap- 
ital, a factory with a ym of from 
S000 to 7000 pipes a day could be started. 
It would not be necessary to have over 
15 hands, Whose total compensation daily 
would mot exceed $20. The profit per day 
on the investment mentioned was esti- 
mated at $82. 

Before a factory began operation the in- 
dividual who was supposed to back it was 
required to pay for the machinery. 

Nothstein or his companions, it is 
leged, would agree to superintend it for 
15 per cent of the net profits. The machinery 
would cost usually $844. 

The Guvernment declares the actual price 
was only about $28. Thereln, they say, lies 
the fraud. 

Mr. Rozier told the jury the defepdants 
made promises which they knew could not 
be fulfilled. For instance, he said, the 
country was overstocked with corn cob 
pipes and there was absolutely no profit 
in the business. 

‘The purpose of Nothstein and his fel- 
low-conspirators,” continued Mr. Rosier, 

‘was. to sell the machinery, which was 
especially manufactured for them by Ar- 
thur Miller. In no case was the plant 
worth over $300, whereas they charged as 
high as $900 and represented that as the 
price which Miller bid to construct it. To 
avert suspicion they had the superintendent 
of another factory under their thumb, and 
when bids were sent to this concern he 
would always eee that the value of tne 
machinery wae rated in accordance with 
Arthur Miller's price list. 

“These mene worked mostly in small 
towns, afid the evidence shows they swin- 
dled the poor and the rich altke, for among 
their victims were many bankers and buei- 
ness men. ‘The scheme was plausible and 
you’or I might have agreed to the prom - 
tion, uidess we had been informed as _ the 
chatacter of the men at the head of 1 

‘The United States mails were a rn 
furtherance of it and it is clearly a deliber. 
ate violation of our postal laws.’ 

Mr. Morsey stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that thousands of dollars were realized 
from the alleged fraud, and the profits 
would easily run to six figures. The com- 
pany, he said. had O px rated for a year 
hefore the authorities learned of their meth- 
ds. 

“C “*hief Postoffice inspector Dice @nd his 
men worked up the case. 

At noon Judge Krum began hfs argument 
for the defense. He will be followed by 
Mr. Anthony and Mr. Morsey will close 
for the prosecution.
